The fistic fizzle af’ the h Madison Square Garden 
on the night of June 30 was a disgrace to pugil- 
ism and the man whose drunken debauch 
brought it about It was ona par with the 
RosseCourtney fiasco at Oak Point on’May 30, and 
hereafter Sullivan and Courtney must be rated 
at the same caliber. Courtney did not row be- 
cause he was.a coward ; Sullivan did not spar be- 
cause he thought so little of keeping faith with a 
public that has loaded him down with favors that 
he permitted all the worst elements of a coarse 
nature to get the better of him, and appeared 
upon the platform a fuddled, helpless and be- 
sotted drunkard. A 1 reputable oarsmen have 
bycotted Courtney. The same treatment should 
be applied to Sullivan. He deserves no sympa- 
thy and has forfeited all right to respect. And 
the worst of it is that, through his disgraceful 
action, he has given a s:t-back to boxing ex- 
hibitions which cannot fail to be injurious. 

It was an outrage t!:<.t the vast throng of peo- 
ple who crowded the Madison Square Garden 
should have been imposed upon by the flasco 
which awaited them. They had paid their 
money, expecting to see a great match. Instead, 
they were confronted with the spectacle of a 
maudlin drunkard mumbling incoherent apolo- 
gies in a thick, rum-tied voice. And yet this 
man was willing to accept his share of the gate 
money and go back to Boston with over $2,000 
in his pocket—the payment for having made a 
beast of himself. It was claimed that he offered 
to donatethis amount to some charitable insti- 
tion. In refutation of this, Al. Smith, his man- 
ager said to a reporter: “Sullivan lied point- 
blank when he said he proposed to turn over the 
receipts to a charitapble institution.” 

Mr. Sullivan is wilcome to his $2,000, if with 
any sense or feeling of decency he can keep it, 
He has d¢dceived and outraged a public that has 
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been invariably kind to him. Of his strength 
and skill as a boxer there can be no question 

but he has forteited all consideration by failing 
to be asquare man. There is no excuse, no pal- 
liation for the outrage. The match had been in 
contemplation for some time, and Sullivan was 
fully aware of what was before him. He knew, 
also, that the affair would be certain to attract an 
immense audience, and that the receipts would 
be large. In the face of these facts, and 
knowing the disappointment he ‘vould cause, 
he deliberately became intoxicated io such an 
extent that he was almost unable to stand, le! 
alone tospar. He has forever disgraced him- 
self in the eyes of the general and the sporting 
public. Hereafter, his field of action must be 
confined to his own bur-room. The public 
wants no more of him.

MEXICO'S ; WOMAN BANDIT. 


How’She Murdered Fellow-Passengers and Held 
Wealthy Men Prisoners for Ransom. 





La Caramboda, the woman brigand, long a terror to 
travelers in Mexico, is dead at last, with a bullet in ber 
heart. Her operations extended over a nuinber of 
years, and were of the most daring description. For 
a long time the authorities found it very difficult to 
trace oreven to explainthe crimes which she com- 
mitted, for no one s:spected that a woman was the 
guilty person. No two of her robberies were com- 
mitted in the same manner. Sometimes she was a 
passenger, and at other times she was with the bandits, 
and took part in the shooting if any was to be done. 
A woman of: sone personal charms when appropri- 
ately dressed, she was a fieud when about her business 
of murder and pillage. whom very few cared to en- 
Her male assistants were many and de- 


One of her schemes, it has been learned, was to bide 


, her time in some town until she found one or two men 


of means who were goiug by the diligence to some 


‘distant point, and then to take passaze with them. It 


is suspected that on more than one occasion stie took 
the driver into her confidence, but when this could 
not be done, she readily deceived him or quieted him 
A perfect mistress of the art of dissimu- 
lation, and possessing a soft and insinuating manner, 
she had no difficully in working herself into the good 
graces of travelers who did not look for a Mexican 
bandit under her attractive guise. In this way she 
easily discovered who had money and valuables and 
who bad not. Ifshe found a man who appeared to be 
of some consequence, but who did not have much 
moncy, she betrayed him into the hands of her con- 
federates, who held him for aransom. If her victim 
proved to be well supplied with cash, he usual!y met a 
violent death within twenty-four hours, 

Leaving a town before daybreak in company with 
4wo travelers whom she had marked for robbery, 
she would coyly accept the customary innocent atten- 
tions at their bands, and perhaps indulge in a little 
conversation with them. An hour later, when well 
on their journey, watching her opportunity, she would 
draw two revolvers, and, befure they could detect her 
movement, ludge a bullet in the back of each of 
them. The driver, busy with his team, and perbaps 
paid not to be too attentive to what was going on be- 
hind bim, would not disturb her. With her booty sc- 
cure, she would take ber own time about leaving the 
stage, always waiting until a point convenient to the 
fastness of some of ber confederates was reached. 

When the woman found that she was suspected, 
she abandoned this pian of operations, and, remaining 
with the robber band to which she was attached, de- 
voted the greater part of her time to the abduction of 
wealthy agriculturists. Her plan in these cases was 
very much the same as in her stage robbery enter- 
prises. First winning the confidence of her intended 
victim and getlioug him involved in some intrigue, she, 
would betray him at the proper time into the hands of 
her associates, who would spirit him away and pres- 
ently open negotiations for his return. While these 
were in progress she would be busy setting her net for 
a fresh victim a bundred miles away. 

La Caramboda’s: latest exploit was unsuccessful. 
She was hovering about the San Juanico hacienda 
with the intention of securing the abduction of Don 
Civelo Vasquez, or one of his sons, when a fellow who 
had long servedin her train deserted, and communi- 
cated her secret to the authorities. They made elab- 
orate preparaticns to capture her entire party, but 
failing in this, they made sure of her, and soon had 
her in irons. Hearing of her fate, her followers de- 
termined on a rescue. They pursucd the officers for 
twenty miles, and, overtaking them-at Connindad, 
opened fire at once. The troops returned the shots 
and a lively engagement ensued. in the course of 
which three of the bandits were killed and the others 
put to flight. When the troops aporoached their 
prisoner after the fight they found her dead, presuma- 
bly from a bullet fired by her own friends. The chains 
were removed from her limbs, and she was buried by 
theroadside. One ofber captors describes her as a beau- 
tifa! woman not more than thirty years old, with clear 
complexion and long ani abundant bair, but witha 
wicked eye and a crue!-looking mouth whenin —

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DOC. MILLER’S FATE. 





Mr. N. B. Moreland, one of the officers of the Rocky 
Mountain Detective Association, returned to Denver, 
Col., June 22, from Dodge City, Kan., and glvesthe par- 
ticulars of his recent chase after a gang ot Texas horse- 
thieves. On the night of June 8the gang, which was 


composei of Doc. Miller, William Ferguson and Bright ' 


Peitzer, stole six head of saddle ponies from J. W. 
Spearing, a ranchman living near Dodge City. The 
robbery was reported atonce, and on June 10 More- 
land, who happened to be ip Dodge City on that day, 
started in pursuit. Hercde for fcur days, and on the 
14th, while driving a buggy six miles {rom the Repub- 
lican river, in Nebraska, Moreland came upon the 
three desperadoesin camp. Jumping from the buggy 
the plucky officer brought his forty-four revolver to 
bear onthe men and told them to throw up their 
hands. Instead of doing so they hastily mount- 
ed their horses and rode away. More- 
land unbarnessed one of his buggy horses and 
mounted bareback, giving the thieves close chase. 
A running fire was kept up for fully ten miles, 
in which Doc. Miller was shot three times, once 
in the body, cnce in the head, and once in the 
hand, He was injured so severely that he died. 
In tke chase Moreland was successful in over- 
taking Ferguson and bringing him back a captive. 
Peltzer alone got awey. When arraigned in Dodge 
City the other day, Ferguson pleaded guilty and was 
sentenced to Leavenworth for three years. 

Moreland made a very successful raid, and deserve3 
all the credit for his bravery in making the tight on 
the desperadoes. He was shot atin the ninning fight 
a dozen times and narrowly escaped the bullets of 
the desperadoes. In Norton county, Kansas, as Fer- 
guson was being taken back to Dodge City, a mob or- 
ganized to lynch bim, but his life was saved by More- 
land and his little gun. The sombrero worn by Doc. 
Miller was brought in by Moreland, anii; on exbibi- 
tion at the Rocky Mountain Detective Association 
rooms on Lawrence street. It has the bullet-bole in 
it, and shows how Mlller’s head was punctured by 
Moreland’s builet. 





GOT AWAY WITH THEIR MAN. 


Silverton, Col., was starued at noon on June 22, by a 
report that ex-Marshal Patrick Cain, of Rico, had shot 
and killed Billy Wilson on the Chattanooga Road, 
near Buite City, seven miles-from Silverton. Wilson 
had one wound in the head, the bullet having entered 
his necK near the angle of the lower jaw and come out 
at the anterior and upper part ofthe right ear. There 
is another wound near the heart; a wound in the chest 
on the other side, and a wound in the wrist. The 
wound in the head showed that a pistol was fired at 
close range, there beingepowder-stains on the neck. 
Cain is a brother ot Marshal Cain, of Silverton, who a 
short t}me ago shot Riley Limbert on slight provoca- 
tion, for which he was never t(ricd. Bly Wilson and 
the Cains have lately had words Pat Cain provided 
horses for himself and Wi'son. and a man named 
Maher, but about noon returned. and said he (Cain) 
had killed Wilson, and gave himself up to the sheriff. 
Several miners who saw the three men pass them ona 
gallop say that afew moments afterward Cain and 
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Maher returned, saying. “We got away with our 


man.’ Wilson had $172, a silver watch, and other ar 
ticles of value on his person when found. His horse 
was fuund a few feet away, shot in the heart.

MRS. BLOSSER’S DOOM. 


How She Got a‘ Doctor of That Name Into Hot 
Water. 





The little village of Moulton, Iowa, has had a social 
scanjal of immense proportions and with all the 
modern improvements. The two people who have 
brought about all this excitement and trouble are Dr. 
M. L. Doom and Mrs. J. B. Blosser, both connected 
with well to-do and highly respected families. Sus- 
picion has been resting upon the doctor and the buxom 
and handsome Mrs. Blosser for nearly six years, but it 
Was not until recently t::at it was made possible to ob- 
tain po-itive prooi of their guilty intimacy. On Wed- 
needay evening, June 18, several prominent citizens 
noticed Mrs. Blosser enter the doctor's office, which is 
located in the business portion of the town, and with a 
curiosity born of previous suspicions, con ‘Juded to 
note the length of her visit. Their vigilance was re- 
warded by the sensational discovery that the visit 
lasted all night and up to9 o’clock the ‘next mourning, 
by which time the entire population, having heard of 
the queer situation, had gathered around the building 
occupied by the guilty pair: The situation was em- 
barraasing, but it brougbt suddenly to the surface the 
hidcen, smothered crime that had so long escaped de- 
tection. Mrs. B. walked bravely from the building 
and through the astonished crowd to her home, and 
within the next hour made hasty preparations and 
left the town for good. The doctor was imme- 
diately arrested on a charge of adultery, and waiving 
& preliminary examination before a justice of the 
peace, was placed under #600 bonds to appear at the 
August term of county court. 

There is a long history connected with this case 
which can ouly here be stated briefly. Mrs. Blosser‘s 
busband. Jobn B. Blosser, isan invalid. baving suffered 
for years with consumption, and for several months 
past has been in Colorado in search of health. The 
doctor and his wife have not lived happily together for 
along timeon account of bis alleged intimacy with 
Mrs. Blosser, and some months ago they mutually 
agreed to separate. A settlement of their finances was 
finally agreed upon, but the wite refused to agree 
to a final separation or a divorce, and thus the mat- 
ter stands. : 

All the parties concerned are, or at least were, mem- 
bers uf the Methodist church. The recent trial by the 
congregation of the Untied Brethren church of their 
young pastor. whom they charged with unministerial 
conduct and falsehood, was realy only a portion of 
this same unsavory case, the trou»le originating in the 
fact that the young minister and his wife went to live 
in the same house with Mrs. Blosser, contrary to the 
wishes of the members of bis church.

The Scheme of a Ticket Agent to Gobble 
the Dividends. 


Timely Discovery of a Conspiracy That 
Might Mave Bankrupteda Rail 
road Company. 


(W.th Portraits, } 

A gigantic conspiracy, in which numerous em- 
ployees of every grade on all branches of the elevated 
railroads are implicated, having for its object the 
robbing of the company by means of a marvelously 
ingenious system of forged tickets, received its death- 
blow at the bands of Inspector Byrnes on July 2. 

‘he loss aiready sustained by the company, while 
undoubtedly heavy, cannagt be even approximately 
estimated, but had not the scheme been nipped in the 
bud £100,000 would not have covered it. 

‘Tne ringleader in the conspiracy is John B. Cole,a 
young man of No. 38 Irving street, Wocdside, N. J.. who 
bad been until recently a ticket agent onthe Sixth 
avenue “I.” ruad: and his associates were August C. 
speth, @ lithographer, doing business at No. 59 Maiden 
Lane, and residing at No. 1,873 Atlantic avenue, 
Brooklyn, and William H. Pinder, ot No.2 Waldo 
place, Jersey City, night ticket agent at tbe up-town 
station of (he Sixth avenue “L” road at Twenty-third 
street. Pinder was first arrested, and in bis possession 
were found a uumber of the spurious tickets. Cole 
was next captured, havirg been enticed to this city by 
the detectives on a bogus telegram bearing Pinder’s 
signature,and Spcth was apprehended at his place 
of business, It was at the latter’s home in Brooklyn 
that the press und plates and counterfeit tickets were 
seized. 

Cole. whbais a bright young man, upon finding that 
he had been trapped acknowledged that he was the 
organizer of the scheme to defraud the “L” road com- 
pany, and that it wa3 be that had induce! Pinder and 
Speth to take part in the conspiracy. While talking 
with Inspector Byrnes Cole said: 

“Jwas with the ‘L’ road altogether about three years. 
The first year I was honest, but the last two years I was 
aticket-seller I defrauded the company out of $14,000/ I 
discovered that nearly every one of thestation-agents 
was stealing, and made up my mind todo thesame. [ 
found that gne key opened all the drop boxes along 

-theline. I found but little difficulty in obtaining an 
impression of the key, and nightly emptied a numbcr 
ot boxes with a-duplicate which I bad made. I 
effaced the stamp on the tickets by dampening them 
and then pressing them between iron rollers. Then I 
sold the tickets at a discount to the agents, who resold 
them. 
discharged. Then [ haa three other keys made and 
gave them to friends, who are using them to-day. 

“Alter my discharge I made up my mind tocleara 
round $100,000 and stop thieving forever> I was pre— 
pared to spend the €14,000 I‘had stolen in periecting 
my scheme. I induced Speth to enter the conspiracy 
by paying him $4,000—the expense of the press, plates 
und p:per—and asalary of $40 a week until the work 
w :s completc, zn@ then I engaged to give him $10,000. 
Before speakinz to the lithographer, however, I can- 
vassed all the ticket agents, and those that I trusted 
{ promised thirty-three per cent. ot the pro- 
ceeds for handling the counterfeits. All that 
I approached were willing to take part in 
the scbeme, and it was then that I began work. ‘There 
was some Gelay in getting the paper, but up to to-day 
my plans were working like a charm. 
realized in less than three montbs over $100,000. and 
then genuine tickets on any of the roads could have 
been purchased by passengers down on the street for 
two cents less than the régular price, notwithstanding 
that the paper on which the counterfeits bad been 
printed cost fifteen cents a pound. 

“There are to-day half a doven rings among the em- 
ployees on the several ‘L’ rouds, all the members of 
which are daily robbing the company. I could save 
the company, with the limited information 1 nuw pos- 
sess about the otber gangs, over @100,000a year. I had 
my plans so well Jaid that no one of my men knew 
that another was selling spurious tickets. Afler I had 
sold all the counterfeits the plates and tickets would 
have been destroyed, leaving only genuine tickets in 
existence.”

Mr. Allan Pinkerton died at Chizago July 1, sixty- 
five years old. He was born in Muirbead street, 
Ruglen Loan, in the Gorbals ot Glasgow, Scotland, on 
Aug. 25,1819. His tather was a police sergeant, who 
died from injuries received at the hands of a prisoner 
whom he was arresting. Allan was then scarcely nine 
years of age, but he obtained employment with a 
prominent print-maker, and afterward learned the 
coopers’ trade. Brtore attaining his majority he became 
identified with the celebrated Chartist movement. 
The Government arrested and transported several of 
the leaders. Allan was married to Miss Jane Carfrae, 
and next day with his wife sailed for Am=2rica, landing 
at Quebee after a perilous voyage, in which their vessel 
Was wrecked, the passengers being picked up by a 
passing vessel. From Queoec Mr. Pinkerton and his 
young wife went to Chicago, where Allan soon ob- 
tained employment at his trade. He removed to Dun- 
dee, Kane county, where he bgan business for himse! f 
and prospered rapidly.

A New York Merchant Fou Found Dead on the Side- 
walk in the Early Dawn.

As day was dawning about 4:30 A. M. on Saturday- 
morning, June 23, James B. Grimes, a weary gate 
keeper who had been on duty all night at the Fitty- 
ninth street station of the elevaied railway, on Ninth 
avenue, heard the raitle of wheels, and rubbing his 
eyes he saw acad driven at a furious rate rattle down 
the street fron Tenth avenue towurd Ninth. Grimes 
regarded the vehicle with some suspicion. He fol- 
lowed it as it rolied along, and was surprised to see the 
driver pull up about three hundred feet from Ninth 
avenue and come to asudden halt. A man jumped 
out and opened the door of the carriage, while the 
driver remained seated on the box holding his reins 
taut over his team of chestnut horses, which frothed 
‘and perspired as if they had been driven a long dis- 
tance ata rapid pace. After walking nervously about 
for afew moments the second man, who wore a high 
black silk hat and dark frock coat, put his hands in- 
side the coach and drew out what appeared to be a 
huge bundle, which he deposited on sa sliewalk _— 
to a lamp-post. 

The gate-keeper watched the pecosellieab closely po 

saw that wha first appeared to be a bundle was the 
body of a man lying tace upward. Without walting 
one moment the man with the black hat seated him- 
self in the cab, and slamming the door the driver ap- 
plied his ‘whip and sent his team spinning down the 
street toward Ninth avenue at the same rate which he 
came. 
- Grimes rushed down the stairs of the station, and, 
approaching the prostrate man, found that he was 
dead. He hurried to the nearest station-house and re- 
turned with a policeman to tke spot where they 
found the dead man. The body was still warm, 
although life must have been extinct some time. A 
wagon was procured and the body borne tothe One 
Hundredth street station-house. 

A bundle of papers in the inside pocket revealed his 

identity. He was Abraham R. Warner, treasurer of 
the firm ot Abraham R Warner, Sons & Co., iron 
dealers, No. 28 West street. Besides the papers little 
of value was found. He had neither watch nor money. 
The matter is still a mystery, and the police have been 
baffled in unraveling it. - 
‘ Mr. Warner was at his office as usual on Friday, and 
he left at half-past twoo’clock and joined his sister, who 
wasintown. He left her at 4o’clock and was next 
heard from at the office, ‘where he telephoned his 
-fatuer at New Brighton that he would not be down 
again that day, but would be there at 90" clock the next 
morning. 

It is not known where Mr. Warner died, nor who 
the men were who Ieft him in the street. © One sug- 
gestion is that he died suddenly of heart-disease tn 
some sporting house, and that the proprietors took 
this method of getting rid quietly of the body and the 
inquiry consequent upon such 9 death.” Another sug- 
gestion which his relatives adopt is that he died in the 
coach, and that the driver was frightened and anxious 
to'get away from the body’ without the trouble of an 
inquest. The police have a theory that it may bea 
case of foul play, and are diligently working up clews.

Opinions on Sullivan’s Great Fistic 

Fizzle--Some Accounts of Fights . 
That Did Come Off. 





John IL. Sullivan arrived in Boston on July 2 with 
his wife. No reception wus given the champion ow- 
ing to the fact that he had failed to meet Mitchell, and 
scarcely @ sporting man Las a word (o say 1D his lavor, 

In Chicago the majurity of the sporting men spoke 
in bitter terms about bis conduct. Tommy Caandler 
said: “Sullivan knew he had to meet Mitchell, and he 
should have quit drinking.” 

Chas. E. Davies, better known as the “Parson,” 
said: “Sullivan had no right to put Al. Smiih in such 
a position, or tool the public. Tne sporting public of 
New York have always patronized his exbibitions 
liberally,and Sulivau madea b.g mistake in drink- 
ing.” 

Billy Pinkerton said. “Sullivan is a great pugilist. 
He has made tuo much money and cannot stand pros- 
perity.”’ 

‘Tom Foley, of Chicago, said: ‘Al. Smith should pick 
up a club and knock Sullivan out with it for putting 
him in a hole after all he has done for him.” 

Charley Mitchell said: “I am sorry that the fight 
didn’t take place, on arcount of the disappointment to 
the people. It was not my fault, bowever. I was as 


-sick as Sullivan was, but I was determined that if I 


could drug inyself to the garden I would fight, no mat- 
ter if | got kLocked out in the first round. I am rather 
glad that he didn’t fight, because it would bave been 
no credit to me to whip a sick mun, and I wanted this 
fight tu settle the quesiion as to our superiority. IfI 
had been whipped I never would have made a kick 
about being out cf cundition, taough really Iwasa 
sick wan.” 

Billy Madden said: “In regard to the amount of 
mouey taken fu at the Mitcbell and Sullivan fiasco, 
well, there was less in that house than people imagine, 


* Besides, some one got tickets early in the day and had 


counterfeits struck off. We lost probably $2,000 on 
that score alone. The receipts were $6,663; the ex- 
penses were $2,359; leaving to be divided between the 
men $4,318. It was divided equally between Mitchell 
and Suliivan.”’ 

Jim Keenan, of Boston, said: “Sullivan is a big 
loafer, and no good. Rob him oft his fighting laurels, 
and he amouutsto nothing. If be keeps on, Boston 
will have to trust to Jake Kilrain to hold the fighting 
championship. Kilrain will whip Su.livan if ever they 
tight.” 

Mike Gleason. a warm admirer of Sullivan in Bos- 
ton, said: “Jam sorry John will not stop drinking. 
There is vo pugilist living who cao whip Sullivan, but 
booze will do it if he keeps on.” 

Tom Denny, of Buston, said: ‘Well, Sullivan got 
sick from drinking champagne. But still be can knock 
out any pugilist living when he fs all right.” 

Joe Goss sald: “No man cap fight aud drink. Sulli- 

van will not be advised. If Sullivan had been all 
right he woula have wiipped Mitchell.” 
t Hugb Covle, Sullivan’s advance agent, said: “Sulli- 
van's only fault is that he is too generous. He likes 
to give his friends all ihe wine they can drink, conse- 
quently tn drinking with them sometimes he takes 
toomuch. Sullivan is a first-rate fellow when he is 
away from his Buston friends. Many people claim 
Sullivan made a mistake in not boxing Mitchell. I 
dun’t, because he was uctually sick.” 

Harry Hill said: “Sullivan made a big mistake in 
drinking at such a time.” 

Barney Aaron said: “I was sorry for Al. Smith. 
Sullivan Jid wrong, and it will hurt the business.” 

Gabe Cuse said: “J did not see sullivan knock 
out Mitchell, but they knocked me out of §2.” 

Toppy Maguire, the veteran sporting man, said: “It 
was too bad Sullivan was not ableto meet Mitchell. 
like. He is hke all tbe great pusilists I bave known, 
he Jets champagne run away witb his wits.” 

Larry O'Brien said: “Don't you mention that fighter 
to me. He should be ciubbed fur fouling 80 many 


- people.” 


Harry Genet said: “I paid §2to see Sullivan and 
Mitchell box and got fooled. Well, neitber Al. Smith 
nor Mitchell could be blamed."’ 

Joe Coburn: said: “I have nothing to say. But you 
know what I think.” 

Ned Mallaban said: “If Sullivan kecps on, Hial 
Stoddard will be champion.” 

Richard K. #ox salu: “It was not right to fool the 
public. Sullivan got off on a hurrah and could not 
help it. It was a featherin Miichell’s cap, being cn 
hand ready to box after he was sick.” 

Al. Smith, Sullivan's manager, said: ‘Well, Sulli- 
van disappointed me and thousands more by his con- 
duct. I woul.! not have hai bim disappoint the crowd 
which assembled at Madison Syuare Garden on June 
30 for $5,000, because the atiaiz was under my manage- 
ment. Sullivan is the greatest fignter in the world. 
Why, he fs a wonder, anj there are a miilion people 
eager and anxious to see him box, and I have fre 
quently told him so. I have advised him, time and 
aguin, to ict wine alone, but he would not.” 

Sullivan said to the POLICE GAZETTE representa- 
tive: “I was not myself, The truth of the matter is 
that I should never have macethe match. I had been 
out on the road for nearly a year and had oeen drink- 
ing-a good deal a!l the time. When this match was 
made I went into training, but when I beard that 
Mitchell was sick and the fight was not likely to take 
place I broke training and got to drinking again. I 
was broke up before I came here, and tbought that I 
wouldn’t come. I was under the doctor’s care last Fri- 
day and Saturday. Wheu J came bere I was not‘"drunk 
and I didn’t driak but one glass of brandy all day Mon- 
day, and that was in the afternoon when the sickness 
came on. My sickness wus the result of drinking, I 
guess, but I was not drunk. I vomited blood Monday 
afiernoon, and at 6 o’clock I knew I couldn't spar. I 
told Al. Suith at 7 o’cloek that he'd better quiteselling 
tickets and return the money for those that 
bai «already been sold. 
badp’t been done un il I was taken to the garden. 1 
was that sick when I weat tothe garden that I fell 
down three times betore I got my ciothes on. When TI 
found the money hadn t been returned I proposed that 
the whole business be given to some charitable insti- 
tution, but Mitchel! and Madden wouldn't hear of it. 
I couldn’t bave stood up tbree minutes, let alone spar 
twelve, and I knew that if Mitchell knocked me out

Fox held, between McHenry Johnson, tbe Black 
Star, and Billy Wilson, of Kuston, the colored cham- 
pio:s, was decided ai Clarendon Hal in this city on 
June 23 Every one Kuew the match was bona fide, 
and to help promote the afvuir Richard K. Fox put 
up the “Police Giazette’’ medal, Which represents the 
heavy-weight colored Champ.ousinp. Gus ‘futhill, of 
the Rochester Huuse, in Bleecker street, found the 
sinews of war fcr McHenry Johnson, while Join J. 
Kilbride, of Harrison avenue, Boston, put up the sugar 
for Wilson. A Jarge crowd assembied to witness 
the mill. Among thuse present were J. B. McCor- 
mack, Enquirer, Cincinnati; Toppy Maguire, Ned 
Mallahan, Gus Hill, Cupts. McCullagh and Clinchy, 


‘Sergeant Meakim, John WogJs, Frank Stevenson, 


Capt. Tutue, Gus Lipman and D. E. Owens. Tom 
McAlpine was master of ceremonies. The several 
set-tos before the “big evenv’ were quite interesting, 
especially that of Jack Files and young ‘fom Allen.. 
The betting was heavy. Silly Madden and the sport- 
ing editor of the PoLICE GAZETTE were made stake- 
holders for a large amount of the money wagered. 
According to the agreement, the pugilists were to 
box according to “Police Gazette” rules, ‘The men 
were wildly cheered when they appeared on the stage. 
Kilbride offered to bet any part of $590 Wilsou would 
w:n, but found no takers. Wilson wore a while 
shirt and drawers, with blue stockings. Jolnson’s 
costume was the same with the exception of the 
stockings, which were red. Win. E. Uarding wa3 
reteree and Billy Madden time-keeper. Madden called 
time and the wool began to fly. Wilson led and 
Janced heavily on Johnsin’s chest, while the lat- 
ter countered with his right on the head. Then 
they rusbed together and banged away at a 
furious rate until they both got very weak. 
The “Star” had the best of tbe fighting until both 
went down in aciinch. They arose and slugzed 
heavily and fast, and then went tothe floorazain from 
the effects of a mutual cross-cuurter. ‘They were very 
weak and wild in their delivery, the swinging right- 
handers of each goinz wide of their mark. The “Star” 
finally gota swinging right-hander cn Wilson’s jaw, 
sending him to the floor tikealozg. When he got up 
he was sent down again. the *Star$ falling on him from 
the efiects of bisblow. A foul was he-ce claimed by 
the Bostonian’s triends, bu: not allowed. In the sec- 
ond round Wilson again led, and fast and furious 
fighting followed, Wilson getting the worst of the 
punishment. Johnson twice cauzht Wilson on the 
bead, sending him against the-ropes, apperently done 
up. This frightened his friends, who asain ciaimed a 
foul. A row ensued. The stage was crowded by ex- 
cited individuals, but the men fought on until they 
went down. The third round was a repetition of the 
second, and Johnson had the best of it. Wilson was 


‘again fought down ina rush, and again wads the claim 


of foul raised. The crowd became uproarious, yelling 
and hooting, and all pressing for the stage, when Capt. 
McCullagh stopped tbe fight. The reteree 2eclared the 
fight a draw. 

‘Lhe day Sul!ivan and Mitchell were to have boxed 
Al. Smith said: “T have from $10,000 to $20.000, and I 
will bet it at reasonable odds that Sullivan will bave 
the best of the set-to no matter whether he is drunk 
or sober.” :

Fulljjames is training at Peter Ravenhall’s, on the 
Coney Islan} road. John Flood is training Full- 
james. The pugilists are to box with hard gloves for 
$1,000 aside. Richard K. Fox héids the stakes, will 
name the battle ground and appoint the referee. 

John Brennock and Wm. Bradburn met in Chicago 
recently. Themen fought according to the Marquis 
of Queensbury rules, and wore 6-ounce gloves, It being 
under3tood that the contest was to be a Kno:K-out.

The making of the maicy was the result of Sullivan's 
directions to McCoy, who, obedient to his chief, re- 
solved to wiip Kilrain. pecause the latter had dared to 
intimate that heis neariy as good as Sallivan. Both 
men will go into training at onc?. Sullivan will train 
McCoy. Jake Kilrain will probatly train outside of 
Boston, and will enter the ring weighing 190 pounds. 
Since tne match has been arranged Keenan has agreed 
to increase the stakes to $2,090. 

Every pugilist that lands on these shores wants to 
meet Sullivan. Why? Because more people wiil pay 
tosee Sullivan box than any pugilist living. As a gener- 
al thing, Kaglish pugilists rely on tbe mighty name of 
Sullivan to fill the garden. The foreign artist is will- 
ing'to dodge fuur rounds for a slice of the gate money, 
whicd always amounts to thousands. If you believe 
them, every English pugilist can stand up before Sulli- 
van for four three-minute ruunds. Ob, yes, any one of 
these wonders can Knocx Sullivan over the ropes be- 
tore the evening comes, but at the rizbt moment the 
ainbiilous importation bas alitbe business he can at- 
tend to in trying to crawl between the sturdy limbs of 
the champion. 


Harry Hill's theatre in Houston street was "packed 
on the afternoou of June 30, owing to the announce- 
ment that Bill Eagland was to give any ‘pugilist who 
could best bim in four rounis 3102 Hecame over 
here to meet Joun L, Sullivan, and éxpected that 
Richard K. Fox would mafeh him against the cham- 
pion. Mr. Fox not having.a very great ides of Eug- . 
land’s ability asa puziliqtydid not.engage him. Afier 
Harry Hill bad announced that Fagland was ready 
to meet any puagilist, McHenry Johnsor,the Black 
Star, shouted that he’d accommodate Mr. England for 
$100. The offer was not t aken. A young Englisoman 
who seeme } to have cas h bulging #)1 over him waved 
a $100 note, ard suid he would give it to George Raoke 
if Rooke would stand up betore the Britisher, 

Rooke at first hung back, but, recollectiag that he 
had a wife and six children depending upon him, 
pecied off his coat and skipped on the stage in his 
trousers ani boots, measuring 5 fvet 104g and weighing 
180 pouncs, and looking just as he looks when he 
teaches the West Point cadets the art of self-defense, 
He is forty-nine years old. Bob Smith fanned bim, 


‘and Harry Hill shouted tbat he would sar four 


rounds, Marquis of Queensberry ruies. He shook hands 
with the Britisher, and, two seconds later, planted his 
right glove upon England’s chin with a resounding 
thump. To the amazement of everybody the Buitisher 
went to pieces like Hghtning. His legs became limp, 
and he fell in a heap on tte fluor, and the round ended 


“with wiid huzzahs for Rooke, in which Police Captain 


Tynan mo:lestly joined. Rooke sat down smiling. 

Atthecry of time England dashed impetuously at 
Rvoke with both hands straight out, and forced that 
gentieman tu the ropes. It roused Rooke’s wrath, and 
his gloves soundly beat the Britisher’s head and chest 
and burried him back to the rear of the stage. The 
second round closed with a thrilling picture of British 
blue slippers aud silk stockings curled upin the air 
and revolving around the rest of England ina rapid 
heac over- heels flight tbrough the open stage door. 

England pulled himself together slowly, clutched 
his knees wiih his bands, rested one minute, and sur- 
prised the whole house by standing up game, with a 
fresh supply of wind, and. socking the gloves upon 
Rooke'’s head and tace in a muscular style that drove 
Rooke first against the ropes, then aguinst the wall, 
and finally against aniron pillar. The collision with 
tbe pillar cut the back of Rooke’s head and bruught the 
third round to an abrupt end. 


Rooke thonght things over as he iay back in his 
chair, concluded he wouldn't shake ‘hands at the wind- 
up, and didn’t. 1t was give and take on both sides, 
Rooke was steady, but tired. He failed to take ad- 
vantage of it when England threw bimself upon bis 
head by lunging inio the empty air. He backed up 
against the wali,and struck at England in a weary 
way. England sparred at some ropes banging on the 
wail until he had tangled bimself up so completely in 
hemp that he had to be untied. ‘The round wound up 
in the wholly unusual and complicated tableau of 
one boxer nearly bung up to the wall and the other 
leaning picturesquely against the scenery hammering 
arr. 

Rooke wants to fight England a regular match, and 
most of the spectators would like to know what was 
the matter with England fn that singular last round. 


Many supposed England was a great pugilist until 
the Referee in Joz’s Week's Doings wrote the follow- 
ing: 

“Since Bill England, the pugilist, has arrived in 
this city several parties are trying to boom him up 
and bring about a match with John L. Suliivan or 
Caarley Mitchell. England would have just as much 
of a sh ow of beating Sullivan as a 10-pound black-and- 
tan wonid bave in trying to whip a bull-dog. There fs 
no man living in the two hemispheres able to defeat 
Sullivan, or even stand before him. 

“Sullivan does not want to meet every member of 
the prize ring tii!vision who challenges him, and who 
ouly desire to box the champion because they know 
there are thousands of dollars in gate money. There 
are plenty of pusilists, both among the middle and 
heavy-weight division, that would be ready to stand 
uoand be Knocked out by the champion providing 
Sullivan would agree to allow 30 or 40 percent. of the 
gate receipts to go to his opponent. 

“There are only two pugilists that sporting men care 
abo:v. witnessing Sullivan meet. They are John Kll- 
rain, of Boston, and Charley Mitchell. 

“Now, in regard to England’s abilities as a pugilist, 
George W. Atkinson, of the London Sporti..9 Life.ina 
leiter to Richard K. Fox, says: 

“*Bill England, Jack Burke, Huzhey Burns and 
Jem Goode are all in the same class. None of them 
are as clever or anything like Charley Mitchell when 
the latter is in ferm, and they are not as good, 1n my 
opinior, as Tug Wilson. If Mitchell cannot bold his 
own with Sulivan, then there is no pugilist on this 
side able to du so. Enzland and Burke are no doubt 
weil enough in their class, but no watch for either 
Sullivan or Mitcbell.’ 

“George W. Atkinson is one of the best judges of 
pugilists in England, and his opinion is valuable.” 





TOM CRIBB. 
(Continw:d from No. 355.) 

RjIUND 1L—For a time this round was somewhat 
similar to the preceding one, Cribb retreating, the 
black rallying; but at the close, although Molineaux 
had shown signs of weakness, he -proved able to puil 
himself together, and, seizing Cribb, threw bLi:4 
heavily. 

Rounp 12.—Another of the same sort, enting in pre- 
cisely the same manner, the American getting loud'y 
cheered as he went to his corner, and both men re- 
sorting to spirituous stiiulants. 

Rounp 13,—A lot of money changed hands during 
this round, for heavy bets had been made beforehand 
that the black woald not become favo-vite during the 
fight; but when it was seen that Cribb, atter tempting 
his opponent to follow him, in delivering his favorite. 
“propper” went Cown witb the force of his own blow, 
While the black was hardly shaken, Mr. Mellish 
uffered first an even thousand against the champion, 
and, tinding no response, cried in quick succession, 
“Guineas to pounds,” **1,200 to 1,009.” and finally ‘600 

to 400,”” to which Capt. Barclay, who had patiently 
bided his tine, responded quietly, “Done with you, 
Mellsh ;” but several other bets were offered at. the 
same price, and, although they were all taken, there 
Was no doubt that now tbe black was the favorite, and 
so the bets on that point were decided. It was said) 
indeed, that Mr. Mellish won more on this “‘vye” 
point than he staked during the round. Ifso, his 
rashness was not without its wisdom. 

RounpD 14.—Not much ofa round. the black display- 
ing more ferocity than force, and more courage 
than ‘caution ; but at the finish the champion was 
doxvn, 

RounpD 15.—One of the most scientific displays ot 
bard hitting in the whole ght, and accordingly much 
in favor of Crib>, whose sparring was beautiful, and 
whocommenced active operations by landing a beauty 
well over the black’s guard, just above his left peeper. 
Then a severe “rally” tollowed, Molineaux determin- 
edly guing up for the in-tizating, which was pretty 
even until Cribb astonished him with Jem Belcher’s 
favorite and deadly knock-down blow in the turoat. 
This brought the betting back to evens, Earl Gros-: 
venor shouting, “A thousand on Cribb!’ 

Rounp 16.—Cribb was evidently the stronger man in 

tilis rouud, for, although not very much beyond some 
sharp exchanges took place, the African went down 
thiough fatigue. 
. BouNnpD 17.—Tremendous fighting on both sides, end- 
ing very badly for the champiow. as not only was. he 
thrown very heavily, but his adversary fell on him 
with his whole weight. 

RounpD 18.—Cribb, anxious to show he was not 


_affected by the fall in the last round, made play at 


once, and delivered several heavy body-blows, the 
black’s exchanges falling very short; and finally the 
champion, witu a blow on the forehead, knocked. the 
other clean off bis legs, but fell himself with the torce 
of his own blow, both men being assisted to their 
corners in so exhausted a condition that it appeared 
to be anybody's battle, and betting was very shy, as 
both sides stood out for a shade of odds, which neither 
would give. 

Rounp 19.—This round was a curious one, apart 
from the actual fight itself. We have all heard tbat 
“history repeats itself,” and it will be seen that an in- 
cident occurred in this round which was curiously re 
peated in the fight between Sayers and Heenan, in 
both cases the American champion being the offender. 
and in buth cases many of the onlookers thinking he 
was in a position todo more damage to the English- 
man tban was real!y the case. Atthis time, one who 
saw the fight, with the pardonahle exazzeration of a 
chronicier, declares that but for the difference of color 
it would bave been impossible to di.tinguisb the men, 
so completely had their features been battered out of 
all resemblance to anything human. But their pun- 
ishment seemed to have not the slightest effect on 
their courage, and they again came up in the most de- 
termined manner. Cribb, pursuing his vid game ot 
“milling on the retreat,” was followed to the ropes, 
when Molineaux managed to get hold of the ropes 
with both hands, holdjng Cribb between his arms in 
such @ manner that he could neither hit nor fall down. . 
Ot course, at the same time, it was equally impossible 
for Molineaux to hit him; nevertheless the seconds on 
Doth sides appvaled to the umpires as to whether they 
should separate the men, which those officials thought 
they hed no right todo until one of the men was down, 
and the question was about to be referred to the referee, 
Mr. Jackson, when acry was raised of “Cut the ropes,” 
and a rush was madetothe ring, but fortunately no

sufficient contradiction to this statement that in all the 
letters and speecnes Molineaux afterward wrote and 
spoke about his two fights, he never once alluded in 
the most distant manner to having been interfered 
with or touched by anybody, and our knowledge of 
the fondness of the Yankees, then as now, to seize the 
slightest excuse for defeat fs sufficient to convince us 
that he would have made muc’ of such an incident as 
this. It may De mentioned, by the way, that some of 
Cribb’s enthusiastic friends, who had betted the tizht 
did not Jast half an huur, had pow lost their money, as 
the time expired during the nineteenth round.
